DES PERES FLOOD CONTROL COSTS. | 
Criticism of the River des Peres improvement plan, | 
based, not on the engineering solution of its prob-. 
lem, but on the distribution of costs, is answered by 
Harland Bartholomew of the City Plan Commission. | 
Those with a keen sense of outrage over the mis- | 
managed financing of the Mill Creek sewer suggest | 
that that costly project was executed at the expense 
of the property owners, while it is proposed that the 
Des Peres improvement shall be made at public ex- 
pense. It is also urged that the Des Peres project 
should not be undertaken at the expense of the city 
alone, but at that of a drainage district including its 
watershed within both city and county. 

Mr. Bartholomew shows that if any project comes 
within the new charter'’s definition of a “public sew- 
er,” the Des Peres project must, and the new charter, 
not in force when the Mill Creek sewer was begun, 
provides that “public sewers" shall be built at the 
expense of the city at large. In thé different districts 
of the city the proportion of sewer cost paid by the 
city as a whole, comppred with that paid by property 
owners, is expressed in a fairly constant percentage, 
which will be maintained, both in the Mill Creek and 
Des Peres districts, when they are provided with their 
full quota of trunk and lateral sewers.

LODGE VERSUS LODGE. 
From the New York World. 

Nobody could have been more scandalized by a pro- 
posal to amend or reject a treaty of peace than was 
Henry Cabot Lodge in 1899. ! 

At that time Senator Lodge’s Republican colleague 
from Massachusetts was opposed to the treaty of 
peace with Spain which President McKinley had ne- 
gotiated, and many Democrats were against it be- | 
cause of the acquisition of the Philippines. There’ 
was the possibility that a minority of the Senate’ 
would prevent the ratification of the treaty, and Sen- | 
ator Lodge was appalled at the possibility that the’ 
treaty might be rejected. | 

“We must either ratify the treaty or reject it,” he| 
said. “Suppose we reject the treaty, what follows?” | 
This was his answer: | | 

Let us look at it practically. We continue the | 
state of war, and every sensible man in the coun- |

try, every business interest, desires the re-estab- 
lishment of peace in law as well as in fact. At 
the same time we repudiate the President and his | 
action before the whole world, and the repudia- | 
tion of the President in such a matter as this is, | 
to my mind, the humiliation of the United States | 
in the eyes of civilized mankind and brands us as 
a people incapable of great affairs or of taking | 
rank where we belong as one of the greatest of 
the great world powers. : | 
This is what Henry Cabot Lodge thought on Jan. | 
24, 1899, about the kind of politics that Henry Cabot 
Lodge is playing with a treaty of peace in October, 
919. 
To continue: | 


The President cannot be sent back across the 
Atlantic in the persén of his commissioners, hat 
in hand, to say to/Spain with bated breath, ‘‘I 
am here in obedience to the mandate of a minor- 
ity of one-third of the Senate to tell you that we 
have been too victorious, and that you have yieli- 
ed us too much and that I am very sorry I took 
the Philippines from you.’’ I do not think any 
American President would do that or that any 
American would wish him to. 


But that is exactly what Senator Lodge demands of 
President Wilson. He insists that the treaty must | 
be so amended that it will be sent back to the peace 
congress, which means that it must be sent back! 
to Germany and that the President must be sent back 
across the Atlantic hat in hand to ask Germany if it | 
will make peace in accordance with the mandate of a 
minority of one-third of the Senate. 

There was much said in the course of the Senate | 
debate in 1899 about the Declaration of Independence. 
and Washington's farewell address and the Constitu- 
tion of the United States in relation to the treaty. 
This is how Senator Lodge answered the Lodges, the 
Borahs and the Johnsons of 20 years ago: 


I am sure, Mr. President, that there is nd Sen- 
ator upon this floor, no matter what his views on 
this question may be, who would not cut off his 
hand sooner than be false to the principles of the 
Declaration of Independence and to the great 
traditions and ideals of American history. * * * 
Nobody loves better than I the ideals set forth in 
the Declaration of Independence, but my ideals 
do not stop there. Nor do they stop even with 
that great period when the life of the nation was 
at stake. I have ideals and beliefs which per- 
tain to the living present, and a faith in the 
future of my country. I believe’ in the American 
people as they are today and in the civilization 
they have created. I believe not merely in what 
they have done but in what they are yet to do.

Before it was an image of the na- 
tivity, not very large, but prettily 
executed. Huge Christmas trees 
were lighted with candles, We 
sang a few verses and then Ples- 
sen thanked the Emperor in the 
fame of the army. 

The Kaiser responded with a 
few hearty words and then walked 
through the ranks of men with 
kind words for all. He was very 
affable and cheerful. 

At the end we sang three verses 
of “Stille Nacht, Heilige Nacht.”

N the morning of Auc. 
received my call to the Fast. 


(Gen. Ludendorff had accom- 
panied the German invasion of 
Belgium as far as the crossing of 
the Sambre near Namur.) 

The !etters from Gen. von Moltke 
and Jen. von Stein surnmoning me 
to wenmeral headquarters at Co- 
blerz, and informing rne that I had 
bean aapeinted Chief of Staff to 
the Mighth Army in Mast Prussia, 
were handed to me by Capt. von 
Rochow ai ? a. m. on the morning 
of Aug. 22, zt ihre headquzrters of 
the Second Army, half-way be- 
tween Wavre ard Namur. Gen. 
von Moitke’s letter ran: 

You have before you a new 
and difficult task, perhaps even 
more difficult than that of 
storming Liege. * : msg 
know no other man in whom |! 
have such absolute trust. You 
may be able to save the situation 
in the Kast. You must not be 
angry with me for calling you 
away from a post in which you 
are perhaps on the threshold of 
a decisive action, which, please 
God, will be conclusive. This is 
yet another’ sacrifice you are 
called upon to make (for the 
fatherland. 

The Kaiser, too, has confi- 
dence in you. Of course, you will 
not be made responsible for 
what has already happened, but 
with your energy you can pre- 
vent the worst from happening. 
So answer this new call, which 
is the greatest compliment that 
can be paid any soldier. I know 
that you will not belie the trust 
reposed in you. 

Gen. von Stein. who was at that 
time Quartermaster-General, and 
later became Minister of War, con- 
cluded his letter by saying: 

You must go, therefore. The 
interests of the state make it im- 
perative. Your task is a diffi- 
cult one, but you are equal to it. 

rom Capt. von Rochow I 
learned that Gen. von Hindenburg 
was to be Commander in Chief, 
but that it was not yet known 
where he was to be found or 
whether he would accept the post. 

I was proud of my new task and 
of the trust placed in me, as re- 
vealed by the two letters. I was 
exalted at the thought of serving 
my Emperor, army and father- 
land in a position of great respon- 
sibility at a most critical junc- 
ture. 

Under the leadership of Gen. von 
Moltke, I had taken part in many 
general staff tours of inspection, 
and had there gained deep insight 
into the art of war on a large scale. 
My new position offered me an 
opportunity, though only in a com- 
paratively small field of action, of 
proving whether I understood how 
to apply the teachings of that great 
staff, Gen. 
No soldier 
chance 


Count von Schieffen. 
could have had a better 
given him. sut I was deeply dis- 

tressed that my appointment was 

the outcome of such a serious sit- 

uation for my country. My patri- 

otic feelings and heartfelt convic- 

tions spurred me to action. 

Within a quarter of an hour I 
was on my way in a car to Co- 
blenz. I passed through Wavre. 
Only the day before it had been a 
peaceful town. Now it was in 
flames. Here, also, the populace 
had fired on our troops. That was 
my farewell to Belgium. 

Germans Were in Full Retreat. 

I arrived at Coblenz at 6 o'clock 
in the evening, and immediately 
reported to Gen. von Moltke, who 
was looking tired. Here I learned 
further details of the situation in 
the East. On Aug. 20 the Wighth 
Army had attacked the Russian 
Niemen Army, under Gen. Rennen- 
kampf, near Gumbinnen (75 miles 
east of Konigsberg). This offensive 
had, in spite of initial successes. 
not’ resulted in any decisive vic- 
tory, and had to be broken off. 

Since then the army between 
Lake Mauer and the River Pregel 
was in full retreat westwards over 
the River Angerapp, and to the 
north of the Pregel, behind the 
River Deime (25 miles east of Ko- 
nigsberg) the first line of defense 
of the fortress of Konigsberg. The 
First Army Corps was to be 
brought by rail from stations west 
of Insterburg to Gosslershaussen. 
and be placed at the disposal of 
the army command. while the 
Third Reserve Division was to be 
taken from Angerberg to the Al- 
lenstein-Hohenstein front (75 miles 
south of Konigsberg) to reinforce 
the Twentieth Army Corps. 

The line of lakes from Niko- 
lailken to Lotzen (between the 
two Russian armies), which was 
only slightly fortified, was in our 
hands; only weak enemy forces 
had approached it. 

General von Scholtz, command- 
ing the 20th Army Corps, was in 
charge on the southern frontier of 
East Prussia. In the course of 
continuous engagements with the 
Russian Narew Army, under Sam- 
sonoff, he had concentrated 
around and to the east of Gilgen- 
burg, (35 miles southwest of Al- 
lenstein) his own divisions, the 
70th Landwehr Brigade (which 
was still under his command) 
and part of the garrisons of Thorn 
and the other Vistula fortresses. 
The enemy was pressing him very 
heavily. 

Opposed Plan to Go Back. 

There was a possibility of the 
two enemy armies advancing on 
both sides of the chain of lakes. 
General von Moltke informed me 
that the 8th Army was propos- 
ing to evacuate the whole coun- 
try east of the Vistula: only the 
fortresses Were to retain their 
war garrisons and be defended. 


Ludendortf Tells: How He Met Hindenburg for 
First Time as Both Rushed to the Rusaiits Front 
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Menace of Invasion < on the Eastern Front Caused 


Him to Be Hurriedly Withdrawn From 
the West and Made Chief of 
Staff in Fast Prussia. 


The 8th Army had no doubt 
adopted this plan in the expecta- 
tion of a speedy decision in the 
West, when East Prussia could be 
reconquered with the help of re- 
inforcements from the West. and 
the invading army driven back. 
This scheme had often been prac- 
ticed by Count von Schieffen in 
strategical maneuvers. If the 
assumption was correct, the de- 
cision of the 8th Army to spare 
itself for later operations was 
sound. 

But it did mpt allow for the 
realties of war, nor did it take 
into account the immense responsi- 
bility of exposing part of one's 
country to invasion. The amount 
of suffering inflicted on countries 
that form the actual theater of 
operations, even under the most 
humane conditions of warfare, has 
once more been brought home to 
humanity by this world war. 

As events were shaping, retreat 
behind the Vistula would have 
spelt ruin. We should not have 
been able to hold the Vistula line 
against the numerically superior 
forces of the Russians, and it 
would certainly have been im- 
possible for us to support the Aus- 
trian Army in September; its col- 
lapse would then have followed as 
a matter of course. The: situa- 
tion, as I found it, was indced 
very serious, but after all the 
problem was not insoluble. 
Found Strong Army for Attack. 

At my request, orders were im- 
mediately sent to the East Front 
fixing the retreat of the main body 
of the Eighth Army for the 23d 
inst. The First Reserve Corps, 
the Seventeenth Army Corps and 
the main reserve of the Konigs- 
berg garrison were to have a rest. 
The First A. C. was not to be de- 
trained at Gosslershaussen, but 
near Gen. von Scholtz’s position, 
somewhere east of Deutsch-Eylau 
(45 miles south of west of Allen- 
Stein). Any available troops from 
the garrisons of Thorn, Kulm, 
Graudenz and Marienburg were to 
g0 to Strasburg and Lautenberg 
(20 miles apart near the Polish 
border, about 65 miles southwest 
of Allenstein). These garrisons 
were composed only of Landwehr 
and Landsturm formations. 

Thus, in the southwest part of 
East Prussia, on a front of about 
75 to 100 miles, as shown by Gen. 
Ludendorffs account of positions), 
a strong army was formed, which 
could . undertake an offensive. 
while the northern group either 
continued its retre@at in a south- 
westerly direction or could be 
brought straight down south to as- 
sist in the action against the Na- 
rew Army. Of course an actual 
decision as to the plan to be adopt- 
ed could only be given on the spot. 
The Russians could not be driven 
off without a fresh engagement. 

No staff officer would miss such 
a chance of turning to good ad- 
vantage the fact that their two 
armies were separated from each 
other. 

‘I also reported to his majesty 
the Emperor. His majesty, who 
was very calm, spoke seriously of 
the Eastern situation, and deeply 
regretted that part of the German 
fatherland should suffer invasion 
by the enemy. He was mindful! of 
the sufferings of his people. The 
Kaiser decorated me with the or- 
der Pour le Merite, which had 
been awarded me for my work at 
Liege, and spoke appreciatively of 
me. All my life this occasion will 
be a proud, if sad, memory. 

At 9 o’clock in the evening I 
left Coblenz in a special train for 
the Fastern Front. 

Shortly before my departure I 
learned that Gen. von Hindenburg 
had accepted the post of Com- 
mander in Chief, and would board 

the train at Hanover at 4 o'clock 
in the morning. 

The General was on the station 
at Hanover, and I reported to him. 
It was the first time we had met. 
All other versions belong to the 
realm of fiction. I explained the 
situation shortly, and we then 
went to bed. 

About 2 o'clock in the afternoon 
of Aug. 23, we arrived at Ma- 
rienburg, where the army com- 
mand awaited us. The situation 
had changed and the decision to 
retire behind the Vistula had been 
abandoned. It; was intended to 
hold the line of the River Pas- 
sarge. Gen. Grunert, Chief of 
Staff of the Fighth Army, and 
Lieutenant - Colonel Hoffmann 
were responsible for this change 
of plan. 

Our reception in 
was anything but  cheeful. It 
seemed like entering another 
world to come into this depressing 
atmosphere after Liege and the 
rapid advance in the west. But 
things soon changed, and the gen- 
eral atmosphere improved. 

No Long Tf Plan. 

Maj. Valdivia, the distinguished 
Spanish military attache during 
the war, asked me on his first 
visit to headquarters in Posen in 
October, 1914, whether the battle 
of Tannenberg had been fought 
according to a long conceived and 
prepared plan. I could only 
answer that it had not. He was 
greatly surprised, for, like most 
people. he had taken it for 
granted 

A plan of campaign can

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must be made a long time ahead. 
Battles in a war of positions de- 
mand similar treatment, but the 
rapid succession of events in a 
war of movement bring about 
equally rapid changes in a com- 
mander’s views and impressions.

It depended solely on Rennen- 
kamp himself, for if he knew how 
to make the most of his success at 
Gumbinnen, and advance quickly, 
my plan would be unworkable.

As soon as it had 
passed behind the First R. C., and 
on the 26th advanced from Bisch- 
ofstein to Bischofsbure, the First 
Army Corps itself moved, south of 
Schippenbeil, in the direction of 
Seeburg. 


(Normal war strength of Ger- 
man army corps at the beginning 
of the war was reckoned at 40,000 
men, but since the First R. C. and 
the Seventeenth A. C. had passed 
through severe fighting their num- 
ber was doubtless much smaller.
